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SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT, 


The  Superintendent  herewith  presents  the  Sixty- 
First  Annual  Report  of  the  condition  and  operations 
of  the  Asylum,  for-the  year  just  closed. 

There  were  remaining  at  the  time  of  the  last  An¬ 
nual  Report,  77  patients;  of  whom,  36  were  men, 
and  41  were  women  ;  37  have  been  admitted  since — 
20  men  and  17  women,  making  a  total  of  114  who 
have  been  under  care  during  the  year.  The  greatest 
number  at  any  time  was  86,  and  the  smallest  was  77, 
the  monthly  average  was  81.  There  were  10  men 
and  17  women  discharged ,  2  men  and  one  woman 
have  died ;  leaving  under  care  at  the  present  time, 
84  patients,  44  of  whom  are  men  and  40  are  women. 

Of  the  27  patients  discharged,  8  were  restored,  4 
were  much  improved,  3  were  improved,  and  12  were 
stationary. 

Of  the  8  patients  discharged  restored,  5  were  at  the 
Asylum  for  periods  varying  from  1  to  3  months,  2 
from  4  to  5  months,  and  one  between  5  and  6  months. 

Of  the  patients  discharged  much  improved,  2  were 
under  care  between  3  and  4  months,  and  2  between  6 
and  7  months. 
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Of  th  ose  improved,  one  was  under  care  between  3 
and  4  months,  one  for  6  months,  and  one  about  20 
months. 

Of  the  number  discharged  as  stationary,  4  were  un¬ 
der  care  between  2  and  3  months,  one  for  4  months, 
one  7  months,  3  between  1  and  2  years,  2  between  3 
and  4  years,  and  one  over  6  years. 

During  the  past  year  the  patients  have  been  un¬ 
usually  free  from  any  serious  disease,  and  they  have, 
with  few  exceptions,  enjoyed  uninterrupted  good  health. 

Of  the  three  deaths  which  occurred  during  the  year, 
the  first  was  that  of  a  woman  49  years  of  age,  who 
had  been  an  inmate  of  the  Asylum  over  seven  years, 
and  had  been  subject  to  attacks  of  epilepsy  for  twenty- 
seven  years;  she  died  from  exhaustion  produced  by 
that  disease. 


The  second  was  a  man  54  years  of  age,  who  had 
been  in  the  institution  about  nineteen  months ;  the 
cause  of  death  was  general  paralysis. 

The  third  case  was  a  man  brought  to  the  Asylum 
in  the  advanced  stage  of  acute  mania,  and  who  died 
from  exhaustion  on  the  third  day  after  his  admission. 

Statistics, — The  following  statistics  contain  most  of 
the  points  usually  recorded;  some  of  the  tables  are 
imperfect  on  account  of  the  record  not  embracing 
those  in  the  early  history  of  the  Institution. 
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Table  I. — Showing  the  number  of  each  sex  discharged,  their  con¬ 
dition  at  the  time  of  discharge,  the  number  at  present  in  the  House, 
and  the  whole  number  received  since  the  opening  of  the  Institution.

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We  are  often  reminded  of  the  necessity,  for  a  more 
prompt  resort  to  that  treatment  which  a  Hospital  can 
give,  in  cases  where  the  friends  of  patients  have  from 
various  reasons  delayed  placing  them  in  an  Institu¬ 
tion,  until  the  most  valuable  time  for  treatment  has 
passed.  This  error  might  to  a  great  extent  be  re¬ 
medied  if  our  general  practitioners  would  give  more 
attention  to  mental  diseases,  as  the  majority  of  cases 
come  under  their  observation  in  their  early  and 
curable  stage. 

The  suffering  and  misery  which  the  poor  and  des¬ 
titute  have  to  endure  when  stricken  with  this  calamity, 
and  when  in  consequence  of  the  shortness  of  means 
the  acute  and  curable  stage  has  been  allowed  to  pass 
by,  and  the  patients  name  has  been  finally  enrolled 
among  the  “chronic  Insane,”  must  enlist  the  sympa¬ 
thy  of  all.  And  certainly  the  benevolent  and  wealthy, 
could  nowhere  find  objects  more  deserving  of  their 
charitable  consideration,  than  in  the  class  alluded  to. 
How  frequently  too,  do  we  see  those  whose  circum¬ 
stances  are  limited,  soon  exhaust  their  savings,  and 
after  a  few  weeks  trial  of  treatment,  find  it  needful  to 
remove  patients,  when  a  longer  stay  in  the  Asylum, 
might  have  restored  them  to  reason  and  good  health. 
What  an  inestimable  blessing  it  would  be,  and  what 
a  vast  amount  of  good  would  be  conferred  on  many 
deserving  persons  of  this  class,  by  the  establishment 
of  free  beds  for  their  benefit  and  relief. 

As  has  been  the  custom  at  this  Asylum,  the  male 
patients  have  found  employment  during  a  part  of  the 

•2 
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past  year,  when  the  weather  was  suitable,  in  clearing 
away  the  leaves  and  rubbish  which  accumulate  upon 
the  grounds,  and  in  keeping  the  walks  in  repair. 
This  kind  of  work  seems  to  be  particularly  adapted 
to  them  on  account  of  being  easy  to  perform,  and 
affording  that  out-door  occupation  so  necessary  for 
the  health  of  the  mind  as  well  as  the  body.  A  part 
of  the  day  is  spent  in  walking  through  the  grounds 
and  resting  in  the  shade  of  the  woods  in  the  summer 
season.  During  the  winter,  if  not  too  stormy,  they 
walk  upon  the  roads  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Asylum, 
which  are  generally  in  a  suitable  condition;  when 
storms  prevent  going  out  of  doors,  they  make  use  of 
the  gymnasium,  where  they  have  a  number  of  games 
for  amusement  and  recreation. 

The  female  patients  make  use  of  the  grounds  back 
of  the  building  which  are  especially  appropriated  for 
them,  and  have  walks  suitable  for  either  summer  or 
winter.  The  building  known  as  the  “  Pavilion,”  con¬ 
tinues  to  afford  a  pleasant  resort  for  these  patients 
during  the  whole  year,  and  the  surrounding  lawn  is 
adapted  for  croquet,  which  game  is  much  enjoyed. 

Both  sexes  continue  to  use  the  Library,  and  a 
number  of  daily  and  weekly  newspapers,  with  other 
periodicals  are  distributed  through  the  house,  and  are 
much  enjoyed  by  all.  During  a  part  of  the  year  the 
magic  lantern  exhibitions  have  afforded  entertainment 
to  the  patients,  and  have  been  given  on  two  evenings 
in  each  week  except  during  a  part  of  the  winter, 
when  readings  were  substituted.  To  make  the  even- 
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ings  pass  pleasantly,  has  been  our  aim :  for  without 
something  to  divert  the  mind  of  the  patients,  this 
would  be  the  most  tedious  portion  of  the  day  in 
Hospital  life. 

There  are  but  few  improvements  to  be  mentioned, 
as  having  been  made  during  the  past  year.  A  board 
walk  has  been  constructed  more  than  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  in  extent,  surrounding  a  portion  of  the  grounds 
for  the  female  patients,  which  enables  them  to  take 
sufficient  exercise  on  almost  all  days  in  the  winter 
season.  This  walk  passes  the  “Pavilion,”  which  is 
comfortably  warmed,  and  affords  a  pleasant  resting 
place. 

Accommodation  has  been  made  for  the  male  atten¬ 
dants  who  have  no  rooms  in  the  wards,  to  sleep  in  the 
fourth  story  of  the  infirmary,  and  a  room  has  been 
fitted  up  for  the  male  employees  over  the  carpenter 
shop,  thus  giving  us  more  room  in  that  part  of  the 
fourth  story  of  the  centre  building  formerly  occupied 
by  men,  for  the  accommodation  of  some  of  the  female 
attendants  and  employees. 

The  old  boiler  at  the  laundry  has  been  repaired 
thoroughly,  and  is  now  in  good  working  order;  this 
in  connection  with  the  new  one  put  up  last  year 
affords  an  abundance  of  steam  for  all  purposes  re¬ 
quired. 

Since  the  last  Annual  Report  Dr.  J.  H.  Worthing¬ 
ton  who  had  so  long  and  ably  filled  the  position  of 
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Superintendent  of  this  Institution,  presented  his  re¬ 
signation  which  was  accepted  by  your  Board.  His 
successor,  with  that  co-operation  from  the  Managers, 
so  essential  for  the  full  discharge  of  the  duties  of  a 
Superintendent,  will  endeavor  to  maintain  the  high 
standard  which  this  Asylum  has  so  long  held  as  a 
curative  Institution. 

Hr.  Herman  C.  Evarts,  who  was  recently  appointed 
to  fill  the  situation  of  Assistant  Physician,  has  en¬ 
tered  upon  his  duties,  Margaret  H.  Worthington  con¬ 
tinues  to  occupy  the  position  of  Matron,  and  Henry 
Hall,  that  of  Clerk.  My  thanks  are  especially  due 
to  them  for  the  valuable  aid  rendered,-  in  the  dis¬ 
charge  of  their  several  duties. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  can  testify  to  a  general 
faithful  discharge  of  duty  on  the  part  of  our  atten¬ 
dants. 

To  those  friends  who  have  contributed  towards  the 
welfare  of  our  patients,  we  are  especially  thankful. 
I  trust  that  the  Asylum  will  under  Divine  blessing 
continue  to  dispense  the  benefits  which  its  benevolent 
founders  intended,  and  receive  from  a  generous  pub¬ 
lic,  that  practical  recognition  which  it  deserves.

OF  THE 

MANAGERS  OF  THE  ASYLUM, 

TO  THE  CONTRIBUTORS. 


The  Managers  of  the  Asylum  present  to  the  Con¬ 
tributors  the  Sixty-First  Annual  Report  of  the  Insti¬ 
tution  under  their  care. 

There  were  at  the  date  of  our  last  report  77  pa¬ 
tients  on  the  list,  viz.  36  men  and  41  women.  Since 
then  37  have  been  admitted  making  a  total  of  114 
who  have  been  under  treatment  during  the  year.  Of 
these  3  have  died  and  27  have  been  discharged,  8  of 
whom  were  restored,  4  much  improved,  3  improved, 
and  12  stationary.  The  present  number  in  the  Asy¬ 
lum  is  84,  viz.  44  men  and  40  women.  For  full  de¬ 
tailed  statistics  we  refer  to  the  report  of  the  Superin¬ 
tendent,  herewith  submitted. 

In  the  Eleventh  month  last  our  esteemed  Superin¬ 
tendent  Dr.  Joshua  H.  Worthington,  resigned  his  po¬ 
sition,  and  Dr.  John  C.  Hall,  who  had  acceptably 
served  as  Assistant  Physician  was  appointed  to  fill 
the  vacancy.  Our  official  connection  with  Dr.  Worth- 
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ington,  lasting  through  more  than  thirty  years,  being 
thus  terminated,  we  desire  to  place  upon  record  our 
appreciation  of  his  long  and  valuable  services,  marked 
as  they  have  been  by  ability,  faithfulness  and  integ¬ 
rity.  Dr.  Herman  C.  Evarts,  was  appointed  Assistant 
Physician,  to  succeed  Dr.  Hall,  and  entered  upon  his 
duties  last  month. 

The  accounts  of  our  Treasurer,  William  Kinsey, 
have  been  examined  by  a  committee  appointed  for  the 
purpose,  and  found  to  be  correct.  The  balance  in  his 
hands,  due  the  Contributors,  on  the  aggregate  of  all 
the  accounts,  on  the  1st.  inst.,  was  $1,910  22.  His 
carefully  prepared  statement  exhibiting  in  detail  the 
receipts  and  payments  for  the  past  year  is  herewith 
submitted. 

For  the  first  time  in  a  lone;  series  of  vears,  we  are 
unable  to  report  the  receipt  of  any  legacies  or  large 
donations.  The  pecuniary  needs  of  an  Institution 
such  as  ours,  are  not  only  great,  but  necessarily  in¬ 
creasing,  if  its  efficiency  is  maintained  fully  up  to  the 
standard,  which  is  now  considered  necessary  in  first 
class  Asylums  for  the  insane.  We  would  therefore 
call  the  attention  of  our  friends  to  the  subject,  trust¬ 
ing  that  the  liberality  so  largely  shown  in  previous 
years,  may  not  be  withheld  in  the  future. 

It  is  with  thankfulness  that  we  acknowledge  the 
continued  favor  of  Divine  Providence  during  the  year 
just  closed;  the  large  family  at  the  Asylum  having 
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been  preserved  in  generally  good  physical  health,  and 
the  attentive  care  of  our  officers  having  been  blessed

with  an  encouraging  degree  of  success.

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INFORMATION  RESPECTING  THE  ADMISSION  OF 
PATIENTS  INTO  THE  ASYLUM .* 

The  Institution  is  open  for  the  reception  of  all  classes  of  the  Insane, 
without  regard  to  the  duration  or  curability  of  the  disease.  It  is  proper 
to  state,  however,  that  idiots  or  persons  affected  with  mania-a-potu  are 
not  considered  suitable  subjects  for  this  Asylum. 

Previous  to  a  patient  being  taken  to  the  Institution,  it  is  necessary  to 
arrange  the  rate  of  board  with  a  Manager,  (or  if  more  convenient  with 
the  Superintendent  at  the  Asylum,)  to  furnish  a  Certificate  of  insanity 
from  two. or  more  respectable  physicians,  accompanied  by  a  request 
signed  by  a  legal  guardian,  (or  by  a  relative  or  friend  in  case  the  patient 
has  no  guardian)  that  the  individual  may  be  received  into  the  Asylum. 

For  the  payment  of  board,  &c.,  a  Bond  must  be  signed  by  some  re¬ 
sponsible  persons  as  sureties,  one  of  whom  must  reside  in  or  near  Phila¬ 
delphia. 

The  charge  for  board  includes  washing,  medicines,  medical  attend¬ 
ance,  &c. 

If  private  attendants  are  deemed  necessary,  or  desirable,  they  can  at 
all  times  he  furnished,  by  a  special  arrangement  with  the  Superintendent. 

The  following  are  the  forms  for  Physicians  Certificate,  for  the  Request 
for  Admission,  and  for  the  Bond.

OF  THE  VISITORS  TO  THE  ASYLUM. 

When  near  relations  or  particular  friends  of  patients,  desire  to  be 
admitted  to  see  their  connexions,  application  must  be  made  to  the 
Superintendent,  who  may  allow  such  visits,  when  circumstances  will 
admit. 

As  the  general  admission  of  visitors  would  be  improper  and  inju¬ 
rious  to  the  patients,  no  persons,  except  as  above,  shall  be  admitted 
to  the  apartments  occupied  by  patients,  unless  introduced  by  a 
Manager;  but  on  application  to  the  Superintendent,  they  may  be 
shown  such  parts  of  the  building  and  appendages  as  are  not  so 
occupied. 

In  order  to  preserve  quiet  on  the  first-day  of  the  week,  visiting  on 
any  account  on  that  day,  either  in  the  house  or  on  the  premises,  is 
prohibited,  unless  under  very  peculiar  circumstances. 
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ANNUITIES. 

A  mode  of  obtaining  contributions  by  annuities,  not  much  known 
amongst  us,  but  familiar  to  Friends  in  England,  has  been  agreed  on 
by  the  Contributors.  On  paying  any  sum  of  money  to  the  Trea¬ 
surer,  for  the  use  of  the  Institution,  interest  of  six  per  cent,  thereon, 
is  annually  to  be  paid  to  the  annuitant;  at  whose  decease  the  inte¬ 
rest  money  ceases,  and  the  principal  remains  the  property  of  the 
Asylum.  This  mode  will  probably  be  convenient  to  many  who  are 
desirous  of  promoting  the  designs  of  the  Institution,  and  yet  do  not 
prefer  making  any  considerable  donation  during  their  lifetime.
